will be demanded of him in this 
life or death crisis when the great 
Indian empire is in deadly peril of

J apanese. 
The proposal of self-gov ernment 
(after the war) was made to the 
Nationalists nearly two y ears ago 
—and failed to click. The follow­ 
ers of Mahatma Gandhi hav e de­ 
manded their independence on the 
barrel head, and 
not at some in­ 
definite future date. 
Of course, Churchill’s 
offer is 
accompanied by proposals 
which 
hav e not y et 
been 
made public. 
Still, the question 
likely 
will be 
raised as to whether he couldn’t 
make the road easier, at a time 
when ev ery hour wasted is a prop 
pulled from under the security of 
the already 
manhandled British 
empire, if he said: 
“ We will grant dominion status 
forthwith, and all necessary for­ 
malities will be carried out.

setting up a new gov ernment, we

Ration cards for 
Motorists Likely 
Throughout Nation 


Washington, March 12.— (A P)— 
Gasoline ration cards threatened 
today to be nex t on war problem 
list for the east’s 10,000,000 mo­ 
torists, already worry ing ov er the 
mileage left in their tires. 
The 
oil industry proposed to 
Petroleum Coordinator Ickes that 
consumption be cut one-fourth by 
a rigid ration card sy stem, to 
cope with an acute supply condi­ 
tion resulting from the sinking or 
div ersion of tankers which haul 
oil from g ulf ports to the seaboard. 
Recognizing that perfection of a 
card sy stem might require weeks, 
the industry report recommended 
that Ickes employ an interim pro­ 
gram, effectiv e immediately , cur­ 
tailing by 25 per*cent the gasoline 
supplies 
for the 
area's 
100,000 
serv ice stations, with each retail­ 
er apportioning the av ailable fuel 
among his customers. 
Moreover, 
the 
industry asked 
that all these serv ice stations be 
put under a 7 p. m.-7 a. m. cur­ 
few, that fuel oil deliv eries be 
cut and that the world’s largest 
pipeline sy stem be built from the 
southwest to the New York-Phila- 
delphia area. 
Action Promised 
Prompt action was promised by 
Ickes, but he said late y esterday 
that he could not predict “ to what 
ex tent we shall follow the indus­ 
try 's recommendations.”

Mrs. Low, founder of Girl Scout­ 
ing in this country, was born in 
Savannah, Ga. in 1860, She spent 
the early years of her life in the 
tense and w ar-torn atm osphere of 
that 
southern 
city 
during 
the 
Civil war, and had her first taste 
of sugar sitting on General Sher­ 
m an’s k nee when he called upon 
her m other following his capture 
of Savannah. 
Juliette, or "D aisy” Gordon as 
she was always called, lived a 
rom antic 
and 
adventurous 
life. 
When she m arried William Low, 
in 1886, she w ept to England to 
live. She rode td houdns, was en­ 
tertained royally, introduced and 
made 
popular 
m any 
American 
dishes and made friends wherever 
she went. 
When Girl Guiding (introduced 
in England by Lord Baden-Powell, 
founder of Boy Scouting) caught 
Mrs. Lowe's im agination, she re­ 
turned to her home in Savannah, 
determ ined to bring this great gift 
to American girls. 
She devoted 
her life to the movement from 
the m om ent she called a m eeting 
of the first troop of girls in her 
home in Savannah in 1912, until 
the day of her death in January, 
1927. 
Mrs. Low lived to 
see 
Girl 
Scouting become a great national 
movement and part of a growing 
international force. The Interna­ 
tional Council of Girl Guides and 
Girl Scouts was formed in 1919, 
and Mrs. Low’s greatest dream 
waa realized when representatives 
from every country in this council 
attended 
an 
international 
en­ 
cam pm ent at Camp Edith M ary, 
Briarcliff Manor, N. Y., 
in 
the 
sum m er of 1926. 
When Juliette Low’s will was 
read, 
this 
was

graph: "I tru st I have left no 
enmities and I leave and bequeath 
to my fam ily my friendships, es­ 
pecially by beloved Girl Scouts.”

regular allotment is entirely up 
to him. 
Once he falls into the 
hands of the enemy , however, or 
is interned in a neutral country 
or shipwrecked or stranded on 
some remote Island, the new law 
takes control of his salary .

a brief experience with Thomas 
A. Bkiieon, he became head of a 
com es» 
employing 
more 
than 
15,000 hands a« d with branches 
in ail part« of the world. 
Hie 
wag e policy earned him the nick­ 
name of 
''Red Bosch ’ 
among 
other employers when, in 1906, he 
introduced the 44-hour week in his 
factories and paid his men 60 per 
cent more than the current scale. 
The move, antedating by eig ht 
yeses Henry Ford's five dollar 
minimum 
wag e 
sensation 
hi 
America, not only broug ht down 
the wrath of other industrialists 
but took the wind out of the sails 
of the trades unions of that time. 
He made no seoret of the fact 
that be did this, not from hu­ 
manitarian motiv es, but because 
he found that hig h pay and short 
hours were oonducive to industrial 
peace and g ood q uality of product. 
Employee’ Liberties 
*1 don’t pay g ood wag es bo­ 
ra use I hav e Mm of money, but 
1 hav e lots of money beoauee I 
pay g ood wag e» ,’* he aaid. 
Also he allowed his employee« a 
larg e measure of personal liberty, 
a rare exception in thoee days. 
His men were the eilte of their 
trades and hfl plant« were per­ 
meated with 
a feeling at oom- 
radeship and commWnity spirit 
long before 
the 
nani« otalxned 
those slog ans as tfitr own. 
Born Sept. SB, 1861, at A1 beck 
near Ulm, he possessed the typical 
hardheadedness 
at 
the Swabian 
peasant. 
His father, a farmer, 
apprenticed him to 
the mechan­ 
ical eng ineering trade. Like most 
young men of his class, he went 
on the “Wanderschaft” and g ath­ 
ered experience In 
v ario us metal 
manufacturing plant*. 
After serv ing his time In the 
army, Bosch worked in the fa­ 
mous Schuckert plant a t Nü rn­ 
berg 
a« 
a mechanic, 
studying 
nig hts until hs q ualified for a 
course 
at Stuttg art 
univ ersity, 
which later oonferred 
an honor­ 
ary doctorate upon him. 
Brief American Experience 
Bosch was not yet 28 when he 
heeded the call of the New World. 
He went to New York and worked 
with 
Sieg mund 
Berg maim and 
•Thomas A. Edison; then back to 
Eng land for a spell with Siemens 
Bros., at Woolwich. 
He was only 25 when he started 
on his own account, making slec- 
tro-medical and house telephone 
appliances in a backyard work­ 
shop in Stuttg art with one man 
and a boy a« assistants. 
Then 
Gottlieb 
Daimler, 
the 
famous 
automobile 
eng ineer, 
inspired 
Bosch with the spark plug idea. 
In 1901 he had a small factory 
with 
a staff 
of 45. 
Then he 
ev olv ed the Bosch mag neto and a 
lamp and they prov ed v eritable 
g old mines. 
Bosch was in a po­ 
sition nine years later to g iv e a 
million marks (then about $ 250,- 
000) to the Stuttg art Technical 
Hig h School 
for 
scientific re­ 
search. A few years Jater he g av e 
the eq uiv alent of $ 5,000,000 for 
the canalization 
of 
the Neckar 
riv er and he donated other mil­ 
lions of his war profits to charity 
and public welfare projects. 
Bosch, twice married, was the 
father of a son and three daug h­ 
ters. The death of his » on in 1921 
was a heav y blow for it robbed 
him of the hope of seeing his work 
carried on in the direct line. 
The World war and the post­ 
war period 
broug ht 
Bosch 
in­ 
creased fame and fortune. 
He 
had no illusions as to the outcome 
of the conflict and no German re­ 
g retted it more bitterly than he, 
for 
the 
kaisers 
expansionist 
schemes left him completely cold. 
Also he abhorred the war profit­ 
eering which plag ued the empire. 
He had no use either for im­ 
perial exuberance. It was related 
that on the occasion of the kai­ 
ser's jubilee in 1913 he was asked 
to permit photog raphs to be taken 
of his plant as a contribution to 
a memorial work 
praising 
the 
social achiev ements under Wil- 
helm II. 
His laconic reply was: Nicht 
bei mir," the German eq uiv alent 
of “nothing doing ." 
Faith in Quality Work 
Public honors would hav e been 
his on many occasions. 
But he 
declined 
all of them except the 
reich« eag le 
plaq ue, 
conferred 
upon him by President v on Hm- 
denburg . 
Bosch’s fav orite relaxation was 
g ame stalkirg . A fine fig ure of a 
man with a patriarchal beard, he 
was a typical German huntsman. 
The 
50 years 
jubilee 
of the 
Bosch firm in 1936 prov ided occa- 


sion for many reminiscences. As 
characteristic of Bosch, it wa« re­ 
called how the introduction of his 
mag neto g av e 
rise to a patent 
dispute which Bosch dropped with 
the words: “A g ood artisle will 
sail anyway." With him, q uality 
work alone counted. 
It was recalled, loo, that his 
American branch was liq uidated 
as 
enemy 
property 
when 
the 
United State« entered the World 
war. When the American market 
was ag ain opened to his g oods, 
he found the title to his 
own name 
contested in the courts. 
It was 
contended that the rig ht 
to his 
named had passed to the Ameri­ 
canized concern. 
His Tribute to Edison 
On the death of Edison in 1931. 
Bosch sent a messag e of condol­ 
ence 
throug h 
The 
Associated 
Press, recalling his work in the 
Edison plant, 47 years before, and 
how he admired the wizard of 
Menlo Park as a scientist and as 
a man. 
“Env iable is the fate of the de­ 
parted.
